Cunningham will open an office of the 
Company here and that the lands will 
be placed on the market. 

In order that people in this district 
who may be interested in the lands 
referred to, may not be’ deceived, — it 
would be well to state that the Sas- 
katchewan Land and Homestead Co, 
Limited, does not own an acre of land 
in this locality, their position being 
shortly this: The Conipany several 
years ago transferred all their lands to 
the Leadley estate in satisfaction of a 
mortgage given to the late Edward 
Leadley by the Company. Litigation 
has been carried on between the Com- 
pany as plaintiff and the Leadleys and 
the Moores as detendants for several 
years. Overn year ago’ before the 
Ontario Court of Appeal in Toronto, 
the Leadleys consented to the redemp- 
tion of their mortgage and to allow 
the Company te redeem the lands 
upon payment of the amount found to 
be due tothe Leadleys under mort- 
gage and for care and sale of the 
lands, by an accounting in court. 

This and other matters of a conten- 
tious nature are still pending in the 
Ontario Courts and no one can state 
when they will be finally disposed of. 
After the amount due is definitely 
fixed, the Company will still have to 
find the money and pay it over before 
they can properly lay claim to owner- 
ship of‘any of the lands in question. 
At the present time the title to all of 
the lands referred to is in the hands 
of the Leadley estate and any asser- 
tion to the contrary is without ‘foun- 
dation in fact.

— Before 
going further | beg leave to challenge 
Mr. Moore to prove a single case of 
deception or attempted deception on 
my part or the part of any officivl at 
present connected with the Company. 

Mr. Moore in the openjng of his 
letter quotes a portion of the item and 
as he must have had the full item it 
would seem that he wilfully leaves out 
an important part which states that 
“The suit of the Company against the 
Leadlay Estate is : aboutended.” Kind- 
ly note that no claim was made thit 
the suit was entirely closed. 

Permit me to give briefly the present 
position of affairs. We have three 
times in Court offered to pay the 
Leadlays the fullamountof the money 
due them, and despite the refusal of 
the Leadleys to accept the sume, the 
Court decided that they had to take 
the money and hand over the land to 
us, The litigation since 1907 has been 
to decide What amount of money is 
due.

PASTOR RUSSELL AT CONVEN- 
TION IN ST. JOSEPH, MO. 


Word “Mountain” In Holy Writ Is 
‘ Always a Symbol of the- Kingdom 
; Of Heaven—The Feast Is -the 
, Message of Divine Grace for Which 
{_ the World Was Starving—Present 
| Feast Is of Spiritual Things. - 

' 


! §t. Joseph, Mo., Aug. 1—The Bible 
Students’ Convention is in_ session 
here. Pastor Russell, of Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, addressed the Conven- 
tion twice to-day. One of his dis- 
courses was from the text, “And in 
this mountain shall the Lord of hosts 
make unto all people a feast of fat 
things” (Isaiah xxv, 6). 

‘ As you are all undoubtedly aware, 
the word “mountain” throughout the 
Scriptures is used as the symbol for 
kingdom. Earthly governments are 
represented as mountains and hills, 
while the Lord’s government is rep- 
resented as being established “in the 
top of the mountains.” It is this 
Mountain or Kingdom of God that is 
referred to in our text. It has not yet 
been established in the earth, and 
hence the blessed work foretold in 
our text is not yet realized. We still 
properly pray, “Thy Kingdom come; 
thy will be done on earth as it is 
done in heaven.” True, a beginning 
has been made: For more than eigh- 
teen centuries since our Lord’s as- 
cension, and the bestowment of the 
holy Spirit at Pentecost, the Church 
has been in pfocess of selection, and 
the Church is sometimes styled the 
Kingdom, because its members when 
glorified will constitute the Kingdom 
‘class—the Bride—who, with the hea- 
venly Bridegroom, will share the 
Kingdom honors and services for the 
‘world. 

It is true, also, that our Lord is ex- 
‘alted a Prince and a Savior, and that 
shortly, at his second advent, he is 
to take to himself his great power 
‘and reign as King.of kings and Lord 
of lords—but he has not yet done 
this. He declared at his resurrec- 
tion, ‘All power in heaven and in 
earth is given unto me,” yet he also 
in his last message’ to the Church dis- 
tinctly pointed out that the time for 
taking possession of his Kingdom was 
future, and that the time will surely 
come when he will take unto himself 
his great power and reign, because 
the time to reign will then have come 
‘(Revelation xi, 17). 

More than this, the signs of the 
times, read in the light of the lamp 
of Truth, the Word of God, seem 
clearly to indicate that the time is 
nigh at hand for the setting up of 
Christ’s Kingdom. How glad we all 
should be! What rejoicing it should 
cause to the whole world of mankind, 
to know that the reign of sin and 
death is nearing its conclusion; that 
Satan, the prince of this world, will 
shortly be bound for a thousand years 
that he should deceive the nations no 
more until its termination! How we 
should rejoice that \‘the night is far 
spent and the day is at hand;’’ that 
the Millennial morning is already 
dawning; that the Sun of Righteous- 
ness is already rising, and that soon 
the whole earth will “be full of the 
knowledge of the glory of God as the 
waters cover the great deep.” 

\ The bare announcement of the 
Kingdom of God would strike man- 
‘kind variously in proportion as the 
‘character of the Kingdom and its 
‘work might be understood or mis- 
‘understood. Thus to-day to many the 
mention that the Kingdom of God is 
nigh at hand would carry the thought 
‘of a wreck of matter and the crush 
‘of worlds. Not only our Second Ad- 
vent friends believe, but the creeds 
‘of practically all denominations of 
‘Christians recite, that our Lord’s 
second advent and the establishment 
jof his Kingdom will signify to man- 
kind the end of probation, the end of 
hope, and usher in to all except the 
elect few a great burning day. 

i Far too long we have allowed these 
itraditions of men to becloud our 
‘judgment, to come between our hearts 
and the great blessings set forth in 
God’s Word as now due to the Church 
‘and to the world. It is very proper 
that those who are living in aliena- 
‘tion from God in wilful sin should 
realize that the establishment of his 
Kingdom will mean a reign of righte- 
jousness which will be strictly opposed 
lto their pernicious ways—opposed to 
‘every form of immorality, opposed to 
every form of injustice and iniquity, 
opposed to every form of trickery and 
‘sham, and false pretense. But surely 
(Christians who are seeking to live in 
jharmony with the Divine Law of 
\Love for God, for the neighbor, for 
ithe brother, for enemies, have every 
\reason to look forward, to long for, to 
hope for the coming of the Lord’s 
jKingdom as the most desirable thing 
jpossible to be imagined. Indeed, it 
\is thus described in Bible language: 
|“The desire of all nations shall come” 
(Haggai ii, 7). 

However much the few, favored by 

resent conditions, may be pleased to 
| ave them remain as they are, the 
‘masses of mankind, if they were but 
lconverted from ignorance and super- 
stition and brought to a knowledge of 
the trath as God’s Word presents it, 
would be glad and rejoice in the sal- 
ivation which is to come to the world 
through God’s Kingdom. The god of 
|this world hath blinded the eyes of 
understanding .of mankind and put 
darkneas for light, and under the ter- 
yrors of the’ words ‘‘doom’s day” has 
‘obscured the glorious blessings which 
belong to the day of the establishment 
of the Kingdom of the Lord (11 Cor- 
jinthians iv, 4).

will be introduced, the Scriptures tell

Turning from the ignorance and 
superstition and darkness and terrors 
of the dark ages, let us look still fur- 
ther—to the inspited Word of God 
through the Apostles and Prophets. 
From these let us hear some descrip- 
tion of the blessings which God in- 
tends His Kingdom shall bring to 
our sin-cursed race. The Scriptures 
tell us that God has prepared a great 
feast for humanity; they intimate 
figuratively that mankind has been 
starving for the message of divine 
grace—that the millions of our race 
have: gone down in ignorance and 
superstition, famished for lack of the 
Word of God. The Bread which 
came down from heaven—the mes- 
sage of truth and grace which our 
dear Redeemer brought and exempli- 
fied—has indeed been supplied lavish- 
ly to some. Some of us have feasted 
upon the good things of our Father’s 
Word and plan. But the great mass 
of mankind have been so deaf and so 
blind that they see not, neither do 
they understand or receive the grace 
of God under present conditions. 
How glad we are that ‘“‘all the blind 
eyes shall be opened, and all the deaf 
ears shall be unstopped” (Isaiah 
xxxv, 5), and that the whole world 
will thus be prepared for the true 
knowledge of \God, whose goodness 
and loving kindness and tender mer- 
cies will undoubtedly have a soften- 
ing and mellowing effect upon hard 
hearts. At all events, the divine pro- 
gram will be carried out; the King- 
dom of God will be established 
amongst men; they will have the op- 
portunity of contrasting the reign of 
righteousness with the reign of sin 
and death. So many as will be right- 
ly influenced by this knowledge may 
lay hold upon eternal life by accept- 
ing the divine arrangement. Truly it 
is the goodness of God that leadeth 
to repentance. 

There are many hungry hearts in 
the world; many whose bodies are 
well nourished have famished hearts 
which cry out for love and sympathy. 
He who reads the hearts, who knows 
what is in them, has prepared this 
feast which will surely satisfy every 
legitimate, righteous desire. Those 
who already are the Jord’s people, 
and who have already feasted at the 
bountiful table spread for the Church, 
can approximate to some extent the 
bounty that will be spread before the 
world in this great feast foretold 
through the Prophet, in our text. 
There will be several differences, how- 
ever, between our present feast and 
that one for the world. 

(1) The present feast is merely a 
feast of promises which must be par- 
taken of by the exercise of faith. The 
feast described in our text will be a 
very actual one; the realities of the 
blessing of restitution, of health, of 
strength, mental, moral and physical, 
will there be bountifully supplied, to 
be partaken of freely by all who ap- 
preciate them. 


(2) The present feast spread for the 
Church is a spiritual one relating to 
a heavenly Kingdom glory and honor 
—things not seen as yet, except by 
the eye of faith. To the contrary, the 
feast for the world, referred to in our 
text, will consist of earthly bounties 
and blessings, most tangible in kind 
as well as excellent in quality; all 
‘that was lost in Adam will be tender- 
ed to such of his children as will ac- 
‘cept the mercy. The Prophet in at- 
tempting to describe the bounties of 
that feast uses highly symbolical 
terms, and describes it as ‘‘a feast of 
fat things, full of marrow and of 
wines on the lees, well refined.” As- 
sured'y no language that we could use 
‘could fully and properly set forth the 
riches of God’s grace provided for 
the world of mankind under the min- 
istration of his Kingdom. The earth 
shall yield her increase, streams shall 
break forth in the deserts, the wilder- 
‘ness shall blossom as the rose, the 
solitary place shall be glad (Isaiah 
xxxv). 

The Lord through the Prophet, af- 
ter describing the feast of blessings 
‘and refreshments, portrays the de- 
struction of things injurious to man 
kind, saying, ‘‘And he will destroy 
in this mountain the face of the cover- 
ing cast over all people,—the veil 
that is spread over all nations” 
(verse 7). This veil is none other. 
than the veil of ignorance and super- 
stition which hinders mankind from 
Seeing that the Creator is their 
friend, that righteousness and truth 
jare to their advantage, that the 
ways of the Lord are righteous alto- 
gether. The sunlight of the new dis- 
pensation, the reign of righteousness, 
will scatter the clouds and the dark- 
mess, the veil of ignorance, and let 
into the hearts of manknd “the light 
of the knowledge of the goodness of 
God as it shines in the face of Jesus 
Christ our Lord.”” What a wonderful 
change, and how glad mankind will 
be, not only to have that feast pre- 
pared, but also to be rid of the dark- 
ness which would hinder them from 
appreciating it and coming to a 
knowledge of the Lord and his grace! 

The Prophet proceeds to describe 
further, saying, ‘‘He will swallow up 
death in victory.” For several thou- 
sand years Death has had the vic- 
tory, and the human family have 
been swallowed up by it. The Scrip- 
tures describe the six thousand years‘ 
of earth’s history as a period of the 
“reign of Sin and Death.’’ It is con- 
servatively estimated that death has 
‘swallowed up twenty thousand mil- 
lions of humanity, and that ninety 
thousand are going to the tomb every 
day. The Lord tells us through the 
‘Prophet that with the establishment 
of his Kingdom will come a wonder- 
ful change; instead of death contin- 
uing to swallow up the race, dying 
shall cease. None shall die then ex- 
cept for wilful sin. How glorious a 
time that will be! All of our sorrows 
are more or less intimately associet- 
ed with “the reign of Sin and 
Death.’’ How we may well rejoice 
in the new dispensation which di- 
vine love will execute for the re- 
leasing of our race from this dying 
process—from this bondage of cor- 
ruption; permitting them to return 
to the liberty of the sons of God, 
Eiyediom from death, freedom from 
sih.

But even this is not enough. The 
Lord purposes that he will not mere- 
ly restrain the power of death, so 
that it shall cease swallowing up our 
Tace, but additionally he purposes 
that be will ‘swallow up Death in 


victory.” The tomb, which figura- 
tively has engorged {itself with twen- 
-ty- thousand millions, will be forced 
to disgorge, to release its victims.” 
“All that ure in their graves shall 
hear the voice of the Son of Man 
and come forth.’ 
whose faithfulness to God has al- 
ready been tested will come forth to 
the perfection of life. The unsaintly 
masses, the majority of whom have 
never known God. truly, will come 
forth to the resurrection of trial, of 
judgment, of discipline. Death itself 
shall be destroyed. : 

§t. Paul quotes from the Prophet 
Hosea, saying, “‘O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is thy vic- 
tory?” He does not quote this as ap- 
plicable now, for Sin and Death still 
have their victory in the world. Thou- 
sands are still slaves of sin, and mil- 
lions are still bounden by the power 
of the tomb. St. Paul and the Prophet 
pointed down to the glorious e 
of the Millennial Kingdom (follow- 
ing the resurrection change of the 
Church) when all shall’ be brought to 
y knowledge of the truth, from the 
least to the greatest; and when ail 
that are in the prison-house of death 
shall come forth, because Jesus has 
redeemed every member of our race 
from the power of the tomb. 

We remember our Redeemer’s ten- 
der words, ‘“‘Come unto me all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.’ Those of us who have 
accepted his gracious invitation, and 
obtained from him the rest of faith, 
found that it meant to us the wiping 
away of our tears, the cancellation in 
a large degree of our troubles. We, 
then, should be able to understand 
the next statement of the Prophet in 
our text, ‘“‘The Lord God will wipe 
away tears from off all faces.” It is 
the same message given to us in Ke- 
velation, where the same Kingdom, 
under the figure of the New Jerusa- 
lem, is brought to our attention. It 
will be the Heavenly Father who will 
wipe away the tears, not directly but 
indirectly through his Son,,the Re- 
deemer. More und more as we come 
to an understanding of the grace of 
God, as illustrated in his divine plan 
of the ages, we come to realize that 
“all things are of the Father and all 
things are by the Son’”’—that the two, 
while distinctly separate, are also dis- 
tinctly one‘in love, in sympathy, and 
in co-operation in the work of re- 
lief which has already begun in the 
Church, and which ultimately is to 
extend to the world during Mil- 
lennium, 

Tears are the marks of sorrow, 
pain, suffering; and the poetic state- 
ment that God himself will wipe away 
the tears of mankind is a beautiful 
and forceful ‘suggestion of how the 
power of the Highest is shortly to be 
employed, not in the eternal torment 
of the world, but in its blessing, its 
uplifting, the wiping away of its tears 
and sorrows. 

When, we remember that there are. 
no tears in heaven, and that the joys 
of that blessed state are because ai 
its sinlessness, our hearts overflow 
with thanksgiving as we catch the 
poetic thought included in the assur- 
ance—that all sin, and all sorrow as 
the result of sin, and all teafs and 
marks of sorrow, will forever pass 
away in that happy day. Truly we 
may be glad and rejoice and give 
honor to our God as wé see his right- 
eous dealings with our race mani- 
fested—as the clouds and shadows flee 
away and permit the sunshine of di- 
vine love and gruce to take their pro- 
per places before the eyes of our un- 
derstanding. bf | Reo

fies universal salvation. Other Scrip- 
tures show us that while universal 
opportunity for salvation will be ac- 
corded, none except those who avail 
themselves of it by a hearty accept, 
ance of the Divine arrangement, and 
‘a hearty obedience to the laws of the 
Kingdom — these only will get the 
great blessing of life eternal; only 
their tears will forever be wiped away. 
All others, wilful sinners, will be de- 
stroyed in the ‘“‘Second Death.”

CANADIAN IN LONDON, 


Journalist Tells. of His Arrival in the 
Metropolis. 

The following brief account of his 
arrival and welcome in.London and 
of his first night in the world’s capi- 
tal, was handed in at the © Daily 
Chronicle office by a Canadian jour- 
nalist who had gone to England in 
search of work:— i 

“T ‘arrived in England on Saturday 
last, having worked a passege as cat- 
tleman from Montreal. .I had no 
money to draw from the ‘shipping 
company (having walked aboard the 
vessel without going through the 
formality of obtaining the’ owners’ 
leave), and I was therefore compelled 
to walk from Tilbury Docks, _ 

“First impressions do not go for 
much with me, but from Tilbury to 
Jondon is the worst stretch of scenery 
I’ve ever struck. It was a long and 
tiring walk, and when I reached Fleet 
street—about which I had heard. so 
much —evtrybody except the inaccess- 
ible sub-editors had. either. just gone 
cr was just going for the holidays. 

“T had a Canadian quarter in my 
pocket, and an obliging firm of money 
changers ga’e me an English shilling 
for it—more than they ought to have 
dcne, I believe. I went to: a neigh. 
boring restaurant and did myself well 
for 8d. “Then I had a shave, which 
left me with 2d. 

“Having heard much about the hor- 
rers of the Embankment, I determined 
to spend the night heré. It was now 
nearly 10 o’clock, and as I walked 
along by the black river I was pain- 
fully struck by the contrast between 
the magnificence of this wonderful 
boulevard and the ugliness of its fre- 
quenters’ poverty. 

“Men and women slept in corners 
of the seats, and their huddled figures 
gave them the appearance of having 
become parts of the fixtures. All the 
time motor-cars whizzed by, and the 
feet of the hansom cab horses tap- 
tupped along the roadway. 

“T-sat down to rest, and soon began 
to doze fitfully, conscious even in my 
sleep that 1t was growing cold. Sud- 
denly, I felt a heavy hand on my 
shoulders, and the rays froin a police- 
man’s lantern dazzled my eyes. 

‘**Come, wake up; you can’t sleep 
‘ere!’ It was a police officgr; and his 
gaze followed me curiously as I walk- 
ed in the direction of the Parliament 
House. 

‘Under an arch stood a coffee-stall 
bearing the following inscription: 


Coffee, 1-2d. 
Slice, 1-2d. 


“The brightly polished urn hissed 
an invitation which I resisted as long 
as possible. But I was wet and hun- 
gry, and the early morning hour (it 
was nearly 1 a.m.) was bitterly cold. 
How good that slive tasted! How de- 
licious the: coffee! I stayed quite a 
long time at the stall, for the man 
}vas communicative, and discoursed 
on the Budget, the lady suffragette, 
and international cricket. ~ 

“Then I made my way to the Char- 
ing Cross Railway Station, and, being 
fairly well dressed, wus allowed to 
sleep unmolested in a wuiting-room. 


When I awoke it was daylight, and’ 


the sun streamed through the win- 
dow. I still had a penny in my 
pocket, and, as Oliver Twist reflect- 
ed, ‘a penny is a very .comfortuble 
thing to ‘have.’ 

“And I was in London—the richest, 
the poorest, the happiest, the wretch- 
edest city in the world. Shall I suc- 
ceed? I wonder.”

Then he was sent to Egypt, and 
entrusted with the command of the 
Khedive’s cavalry and the remodelling 


of the native army. Having effected 


this to his own exacting. desiring, he, 
as Sirdar, conducted a’ vigorous op- 


position to the forces of the Khulifa. 


He found it necessary to build a rail- 
way~to Omdurman before he finally

broke the power of the 
hilating the Khalifa’s army in 1892. 


By this time he had reached the 
rank of major-general and been made 


a K.C.B., and he came home covered 


with Egyptian honors, to receive the 


thanks of the British Parliament, a 
peerage, and a grant of £30,000. 


In the yer: following, when matters 
seemed tu be going wrong with our 


forces engaged against the Boers in 
Scuth Afrisa. Lord Kitchener was 
sent out as Chief of Staff to Lord 
Roberts. Here, aguin, he distinguish- 
ed himself for determination and dash 
in combination; and when Cronje had 
been circumvented at Paardeberg and 
the British flag hoisted in Pretoria, 
he was promcted tq the commander- 
ship of the forces in South Africa on 
Lord Roberts’ ‘return to England. 

Kitchener brought the long cam- 
paign tc a close. Again the gallant 
fighter and fine organizer was thank- 
ed by Parliament, given a further 
£50,000 from the country’s public 
purse, and raised in the peerage to 
a Viscounty. 

As a full general he was sent out in 
1902 to India as Commander-in-Chief, 
with practically a fr2¢ hand to reform 
the army of our great Empire of. the 
Orient. His ideuls of duty brooking 
no civilian interference- in matters 
mnilitary, Viscount Kitchener soon 
came into conflict with the then 
Viceroy. Lord Curzon, and the fric- 
tion ensued in the resignation of that 
able stutesman in 1905. 

Since then Lord Kitchener has 
practically been permitted to have his 
own way at headquarters in India; 
and on the completion of his task in 
‘the Orient, he is credited by some 
with hankering after overthrowing the 
influence of the non-military element 
in the War Office for good and all. 


Barrister’s First Brief. 

My first brief I have the best of 
reasons for remembering particular- 
ly clearly. I was engaged for the 
| defence in a case of robbery. Two 
men, the prisoners, had seized the 

rosecutor on the platform of Shrews- 

Bury Station, and-while one of them 
held his arms the other quietly rifled 
his pockets. ;

THE FUTURE OF WESTERN 
CANADA. 


In an article dealing with con- 
ditions in the west, ‘‘World’s 
Work,’’ one of the most promi- 
nent magazines of the United 
States, says: 

Near the western border of 
Alberta there is a little town 
called Claresholm. It is not much 
ofa place to look at, but men 
say that it is the greatest primary 
grain market in Canada, and 
ranks with the greatest in the 
United States. They add that on 
many of the farms in that region 
men market year by year more 
than sixty bushels of wheat to 
the acre. 

That is. the new prairie-land of 
the Canadian Northwest, peopled 
by men drawn from all the world 
by the lure of the soil. Breaking 
the prairieis no easy life, and it 
takes good men to do it; men 
have grown rich by it, but only 
by hard work. 

One is inclined to think,watch- 
ing the men that come and go on 
the prairie railroads, meeting 
them by chance, or talking to 
them with set purpose, that the 
gospel of the ‘prairie lands is 
labor, just as it has always been. 
In nearly every farm-land sec- 
this huge Canadian 
Northwest, the farms are very 
big, the population necessarily 
scant, and the chances of com- 
panionship of a congenial sort 
slim. 

The race for wealth or inde- 
pendence, as the case may be, is 
a hard one. A quarter-section of 
land means constant work, until, 
at last, some turn of the commer- 
cial wheel sends the price of the 
land up to the selling point. Even 
then, the nature of the prairie 
farmer seldom lets him stop. He 
may sell his farm and move; but 
he is apt to move back farther 
into the prairie, take up two 
farms for the price of one, and 
work twice as hard as he worked 
before, always talking about the 
time when circumstances will 
give him a chance toretire. The 
time, in truth, seldom comes. 

Yet, men ‘who broke the 
prairies of Minnesota, the Da- 
kotas, and even of Kansas, say 
that this Canadian country yields 
a better living, more creature 
comforts, and better hope for the 
to-morrow than can be found in 
any other wheat-land of tne con- 
tinent. And there can be no

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Our Ottawa Correspondent on an 


\ Interesting Theme.» 
eum / 

In. previous articlea of. this 
series. the statement was made 
that Canada is.a federation. The 
difference between the Canadian 
and the ‘American. systems of 
federation; stated briefly, is that 
in.the’ United States all powers 
which are not expressly given to 
the Federal Government are sup- 
posed to remain vested in the 
separcte. States; whereas in 
Canada all powers not especially 
granted. ‘to the Provinces are 
supposed to belong to the Dom- 
inion jurisdiction. The American 
theory is that the sovereigh State 
cede to the central government 
just such powers as are necessary 
and no more, retaining the rest; 
while the Canadian theory is that 
the Dominion Government has 
ceded to the geveral Provinces 
such powers as are necessary for 
their convenience of adminis- 
tration. 

Like a’ great many theories, 
these are not wholly borne out in 
practice. Every American knows 
that the tendency of today in 
United States politics is for the 
federal authority, to take more 
and more upon itself; at the 
present time, for example, there 
is in progress something very like 
& movement whereby the federal 
authority will acquire the right of 
controlling corporations, hitherto 
exercised by the States. On the 
contrary, in Canada the tendency 
of along series of judicial de- 
cisions has been to strengthen 
the Provinces as against the 
Dominion. During the period 
when Sir John Macdonald was 


-Premier of the Dominion and Sir 


Oliver Mowat was Premier of 
Ontario that Province had a series 
of law suits with the Dominion 
which established the right of a 
Province to control liquor lic- 
enses, rivers and streams, fish- 
eries within the limits of the pro- 
vince, and a number of other 
matters which at first it had been 
thought fell under ' Dominion 
jurisdiction. At the present 
moment there is a sort of back- 
wash from this tendency; the 
Governmentin power at Ottawa 
has become anxious to extend its 
owers, especially with regard to 
he chartering of railways and the 
incorporation of companies, and 
for some years there has been a 
series of conflicts upon this point, 
the Province of Ontario and to 
some extent the Province of 
Quebec resisting this with great 


nr NN 


vigor. Another feature of. this 
tendency, which will need’ full 
treatment, is the ‘disposition to 
deny to the Western Provinces 
the full rights ‘enjoyed by those 
in the East, 9 =). ‘ 

The Legislature of ‘a’ province 
may exclusively make laws on a 
considerable variety of subjects. 
Ié would be tedious to give a 
complete list of these but a few 
of the most important may be 
mentioned :— 

(1) Direct taxation within’ the 

province for the purpose of rais- 
ing a revenue for provincial pur- 
poses. This is':an important pro- 
vision, as it will be seen ‘that the 
Dominion Government, being 
precluded from regorting to direct 
taxation, is obliged to raise ite 
revenue by such indirect methods 
as the tariff and the excise. _ 
. (2) The establishment and 
tenure of provincial offices, and 
the appointment and payment of 
provincial officers. Among such 
provincial officers are. sheriffs, 
registrars, etc. 

(3) The establishment and 
supervision of municipal, insti- 
tutions'in the province. ~ 

(4) Shcp, saloon, auctioneers’ 
and other licenses for the purpose 
of raising a revenue for provin- 
cial, local or municipal purposes. 
This gives control of the liquor 
trade to the province and it is 
now established that only the 
province can enact a measure of 
prohibition. 

(5) Property and civil rizhts in 
the province. 

(6) The administration of jus- 
tice in the province, including 
the constitution, maintenance 
and organization of provincial 
courts, both of civil and of 
criminal jurisdiction, and includ- 
ing procedure in civil matters in 
those courts. 

In addition to the foregoing 
there are two or three matters 
over v-hich there has been much 
controyersyin the past and will 
be more in the future. All.the 
provinces except Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta have the 
management and,sale of the pub- 
lic lands within their borders and 
the timber, minerals, etc. thereon. 
This right has been denied to 
those three provinces. The pro- 
vinces are allowed to charter and 
control local works, such as rail- 
ways' which lie exclusively within 
their ‘boundaries; however, the 
Parliament of the Dominion has 
a right to declare such works 
‘for the general advantage of 
Canada,’’ and thereupon approp- 
riate the control of them. It is in 
reference to this power that most 
of the recent difficulties between 
the Dominion and Ontario have

PATRONAGE IN THE  ‘*CANADIAN 


NAVY.”’ 


A great deal of attention has 
been uroused by a story narrated 
by The Toronto News as to the 
way in which the Marine’ and 
Fisheries. Department manages 
the fishery protection ‘service 
which’ it maintains. Several 
cadets are. carried on the little 
cruiser Canada, and it is neces- 
sary to provide a tutor for: them. 
Not long ago a vacancy occurr- 
ed, and a well known man, by no 
means unfriendly to the Liberal 
party, suggested to a prominent 
Anglican clergyman. in Nova 
Scotia that his son would be well 
qualified to fill the post. The 
young man accordingly made 
application; but the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries informed 
him that the Patronage Com- 
mittee of Halifax took the 
ground that the appointment 
must be a political one, and re- 
fused to recommend him. The 
reason why this young man was 
prescribed was thathis father had 
taken an active part in the last 
general election,natin supporting 
the Conservative but in organ- 
izing a Purity Committee to pre- 
vent both parties from resorting 
to improper practices. Thus the 
clergyman’s activity on behalf of 
clean elections has cost his son a 
government position, 

The impression created by this 
stury has been very unfavorable, 
and numerous papers have com- 
mented on it. The strongly Lib- 
eral paper, the Ottawa Free 
Press, has demanded an investi- 
gation, and urges that: if the 
story be authenticated steps 
should be taken to prevent a 
repetition of so scandalous a mis- 
use of patronage. 


RED TAPE-AND THE SETTLER. 


The Toronto News in its issye 
of July 26th notices a complaint 
by homestead settlers of vexatious 
cancellation proceedings which 
appeared in the Lethbridge News, 
and says: “The besetting sin of a 
Government department which 
has to deal with settlers in'a new 
country is lack of consideration 
of the aort which is the common 
accompaniment of red tape. Once 
this lack of consideration is well 
eatablished, the road lies open to 
designing peraons to use the in- 
flexible rules of ‘the’ Department

It 
can never be successful so long 
as the merchant wants it preach- 
ed, but does not want to practice 
it himself. , The merchant who 
sends his savings account to the 
city bank for safe keeping is not 
entitled to the support of the com- 
munity whose money he takes 
from it. The merchant who will 
not patronize his brother mer- 
chants, who makes his visite to 
the city an excuse for buying his 
own household supplies, supplies 
that are ‘not carried on his own 
shelves, of the city merchants, is 
not entitled to the support of the 
community! Such a merchant 
wants to preach but not practice 
home trade. He wants to do with 
the community’s dollars just what 
he condemns in others—send 
them away from the community. 
He would bankrupt the commu- 
nity for selfish interests. 

There are few, if any, such 
merchants as this in this or other 
communities, but if there are any 
here it is not for their benefit that 
this paper is preaching home 
trade to its readers.
